Preface 


Play is spontaneous and natural to the child. Many 
complex concepts are often mastered by children through vari 
ties of games. For instance take the simple wooden top. 
Children very soon get to know how tight the string should 
be wound around the top so that it spins well; what should 
be the force with which the top ^ould be thrown for spinning 
it for a long duration, how sharp the pin should be for good 
spinning and so on, A simple wooden top which is available 
in almost any part of the country thus has' a large educational 
potential. Unfortunately such simple play materials are not 
used in class room situations. Much of the teaching that is 
done in our primary schools is still bookish and not very 
meaningful to tine child. 

Children learn by doing. It is through interacting 
with materials around him that he learns. These materials 
need not involve a high cost. Folk toys, traditional festi¬ 
val toys, natural materials etc. have all got great educa¬ 
tional potential. It is necessary for us to find out the 
variety of materials that exist in the immediate environment 
of the child and hovj they can be used to make the teaching¬ 
learning process meaningful and interesting. 

With this aim in viev;, the Cliildren's Media 
Ljboratory of NCERT has started its work on the Flay Material 
Project of Karnataka and has got the Manual developed for 

teachers on hovj to use the traditional play materials for

teaching-learning in class rooms, I hope that very soon 
such Manuals will be available for all tlie states in the 
country.

The children hedia Laboratory in the Centre 
of Educational Technolony Cell of NCERT intiated a 
project on Educational Play Materials in three Indian 
states and Karnataba Ltate was one among them.

in our Pre-Primary Schools, He pointed o'-t that education 
is not meant for the acc^uisition of knov’ledge only but it 
should develop character^ aesthetic sense and values like 
love, peace, tenderness, kindness and discipline, ihe play 
materials help in achievinr these objectives of educaMon, 


Sri C S Seshadri, the Director of tne Institute, 
in his presidential speech emphasized that play is an import¬ 
ant means of education and the present unfavourable atti-t'ide 
that exists in the minds of the people towards play should 
be changed. He said that the people should be made 

aware of the necessity of allowing their children fo play. 


Professor h R Rohidekar proposed a vote of thanks 
to the chief guest and the president of th^ function.

The State and Central Government should give a 
helping hand in supplying toys to schools and it was suggested 
that 50% of the expenditure should be met by the Central 
Government and 50% by the State Government. If the school 
is a private institution 25% should be met by the State 
Government and 25% by the Manarement, It was felt that such 
a step would improve the quality of primary education and 
reduce wastage and stagnation*

The investigators along vith the Child 
Development Project Officer visited the Nursery School run 
by the Rural Development Training Centre to have a look at 
the play materials prepared out of locally available cheap 
materials like clay, paiaer, empty match boxes etc. The 
investigators were also apprised of the entire mechanism of 
the preparation of these play materials, Ihe investigators 
also paid a visit to Anaana^’adis run by ' omen and Children 
Depoi Lmcnt to find out the different kinds of play 
materials used by these Anganawadis, 7x visit voas also paid 
to tho Nursery School run by the Lion's Club, the Teacher 
Training Institute for Komen and to the Nursery School run 
by Karnataka High Senool under the able guidance of one 
Banakar, who has got the play materials prepared by the 
local carpenters. 
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In Cokak^ the investigators visited a huricry 
School, Government Carpentry Training Centre, P'.arnataha 
Heal eh Institute at Chataprabiia and the Toys hanuf acturing 
Company at Gokak run under tlie control of Gokak Chitrakala 
Sahakara oancha. Tie above toy manufacturers were preparing 
beautiful models of vegetables, fruits and other model out 
of locally available V'ood, 

Tine field investigators visited Shahapur and 
Jedgalli in Bclgaum, vjhcrc a large number of toys vere bcino 
manufactured for the benefit of h'urscry school children« 

A visit was also paid to an expert in making models of 
various animals, vehicles and such other thines. A sample 
of these materials were purchased* And some more play 
materials vfcre also purchased from the Government Dolls and 
Toys Training Centre, In addition some Nursery Schools and 
Teacher Training Institutions vjcrc also visited. 

The investigators undertook their penultimate trip 
to ohimoga to collect the required information, Tlicy visited 
a Convent Nursery School and a Government Nursery School. 
Later they visited a firm run under the auspices of 
Sri Devappa Badlgara, an experienced artist and a carpenter. 
Though however he was concerned \jith the manufacture of 
wooden articles, it vjas noticed that no educational play 
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materials v/as prepared by him, Ihcy i',rc able o.' S' e sor^"

\)liGn they visited the rational Education Society '^cacher 
Traininp Institute. Some locally made educational play 
materials vjcr^ purchasec3 by th'^ investigators at the Edu¬ 
cational stores. 

The last and the "inal field t’'ip to bv’ undertaken 
by the investigators was to I ancialorc , They were accompanied 
by Mrs Indira Swaminathan^ Director/ Play House/ Dangalore 
who acted as a Resource Consultant, Here they met the 
famous" Yakshgana Puppot ‘’layer, I'r Kamath and had a look 
at ■*"bo dirtf=r-cnt pu^jpets prepared by him. Ttioy also met 
Hegde who was training the students for Yakshagana Role 
plays in his institution, Ihey opdained the different 
requirements for Yakshagana plays and other details, Tliey 
were later directed to Mr Haridas Chat of Coondapur to get 
the literature on Yakshagana. Tncy also visited the All 
India Handicrafts Marketing and Service Extension Centre, 
Coondapur; but no suitable play material was found there. 

Later at Belthangadi the investigators met one 
Mir Diwakara Prt awardhana, an expert in Tenku Tathina 
Yakshagana Plays, A sample of puppets was purchased from 
nim. And in addition some Murseiry schools were also visited 
by them.

tile first project to be undertaken by the CET of NCERT, 

Unier the Children's Media Laboratory, the main objective 
of the Project being exploring the different kinds of play 




materials that are available in the ^tate of Tarnataka 
as the state is famous for traditional, festival and 
seasonal toys. She said that yet another objective 
of this C.M.L. lias to make a way for these toys to get 
into the scliools. She furth'^r stated that since we 
cannot afford to jjuy er-''ensive Play Materials, we should 
look for those toys v;hich are easily available and in¬ 
expensive. She said that the chief objectives of this 
project in Karnataka were as follows 

1, Survey of Play h-aterials, 

2, To develop a Manual for the Play Materials 
regarding their use and description of 
their educational potential. 

3, To su'^gest certain modifications to increase 
their educational potential which the 
manufacturer can carry out with minimum 
effort and cost. 

She further said that under this scheme of 
C.M.L., they have also developed a series of picture 
books for young children to cultivate interest in 
reading. She said, in addition to this, there are also 
some films and filmstrips to train 'adult interveners' 
(Balasevikas) vjho intervene -i-fith young children to develop 
curiosity in children. And these films also enable the 
children to see and perceive education as a joyful and 
meaningful experience. She said that there are also 
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good Radio Programmes to intorr tlie "r,rents r: --'cir' 
the education of tlieir children. All these lirocrarrcs, 
she raid are right now in Hindi, and tl-iey ^/ould scon be 
trnnalatcd into otiier regional languages. 

In augur a l hddSress : 

Sri .T, P. Jayaraman, Vice-Q'lancellor of Bangalore 
University, \'hile inaugurating tJae h'orkshop commended 
the UNICEF's help in aiding such projects. -Ic sais that 
the development of e<^ucational play materials scienti 
fically XMithout much cost is absolutely necessary for 
the proper development of the children. He said that 
suitable educational toys have to be developed to develop 
skills and vocabulary in children. He said that there 
is a paucity of suitable educational toys in our schools 
and most of tne toys that are available are costly and 
some are dancerous. He said that the modern toys do not 
hold the attention of the children and that we should do 
something about developing suitable toys which can satisfy 
the needs and interests of all kinds of children^gifted, 
slow learners, average, ishysically and mentally hand! 
capped. He said that enough care should be taken to 
produce educational toys scientifically and that they 
should be recommended by the concerned experts in tlje field.

Pre sidential Address ; 

Sri C S Seshadri, Director(Acting), ISEC said that 
the pre-primary stage is the most crucial stacfc for the 
children as v.’e set the pattern for tlie rest of their lives. 

It is very essential to make pre-primary education a pleasant 
affair rather than a disciplinarian act. And further he said 
that the children should be allowed to interact freely with 
nature so that they can produce excellent pieces of art by 
making use of the 'line and form' in nature. He said that 
the children should be given colours and paints to reveal 
their aesthetic talents and the chemical paint vfhich is very 
costly and dangerous should as far as possible be avoided. 

He said that no Nation can think of providing play materials 
to the vast number of children* H.-nce guidelines for the 
teachers to innovate and invent play materials out of the 
locally available resources is an absolute requisite. And 
this would definitely enable the children to become success¬ 
ful and better citizens of the country* 
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Dr Govind/ on behalf of the InatJ-tute for .‘ocral 
and Economic Chance/ and the Project personnel proposed a 

nearty vote of thanks to the Chief Guests and the Participants,

Tnc First Session of the Workshop started ^dth an 
introduction of the'Play riaterials' Project by Dr A C Devegowda 
Director of the Project.

said that the Manual was an outcome of the collected play 
materials for the Project from various recions of Karnataka 
and was not an exhaustive one.

She also said/ \'hile 
describing the educational potential of each play material/ 
the play aspect and the educational aspect had been given 
due importance. She said that play is something spontaneous 
and the teachers should be extremely resourceful as to 
innovate suitable plays under different circumstances by 
making use of tliesc play materials.

Valedictory Address: 

Sri S M Yahya/ Minister for Finance, delivering 
the valedictory address appreciated the collection of play 
materials in the Exhibition and said that Dr A C Devegowda, 
the Director of the Project needs to be congratulated for 
successfully completing the Project. He said that there was 
a vast increase in the number of schools offering prc-primar^i' 
and primary education. But the greatest irony he said was 
that the quality of education was not being maintained whj 1-e 
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keeping pace via th the quantity^ He said tlaat providinc 
good education v/as the responsibility of society^ government 
and educational in&ti cutions. lie said that the sense of 
commitment ”as lacking jn people and this had resulted in 
the mushroom growth of 'p.'ochinc shops; he said that tho 
vested interests in the field of education had very much 
affected the quality oz education and since this malady was 
very difficult to eradicate/ sincere effort should be put 
in at least"to mitigate the same. Hence it was very essential 
for us to become committed to the cause of the nation/ 
service to the society and values in life. He emphasized 
that prG'-primary education alone could give good and proper 
grounding for good education. He said that it was not 
enough if merely large amounts of money were spent on edu -

cation, but the proper utilisation of the same \jas more 
important* Referring to the malpractices in Pre-Primary 
and Primary Educational Institutions, he said that the 
exploitation by private individuals should be curbed and 
a ceiling on fees in private educational institutions should 
be fixed and implemented. He said that he was not personally 
in favour of nationalisation of private educational insti- ^ 
tutions as the survival of private institutions was very

This craze for English 
medium schools should be curbed. He s-=iid that Nationalisation 
of private institutions was the cure all, for the problems 
in Education and that fixing a ceilinc limit in the case of 
unaided Ilursery and Primary Schools could create further 
problems. He said tnat money v;as bein.c spent very wisely 
on primary education by the Departmcnc of Public Instruction. 
He said that there was a great demand for esiablishing good 
prc“primary schools in slums and for other weaker sections 
of the society. He emphasized that Pre-Primary Education 
needed a lot of attention both from the oovernment and 
from the public.
